purfued them into Lincoln’s-Inn-Fields, and coming up to 
one of them, took faft hold of the Collar of his Great 
Coat, but the Gentleman ftretching his Arms forward, and 
at the fame Time cringing backward, found Means to flip 
his Sheil, and ran away, leaving his Great Coat in Mr. 
Poulterer’s Poffefion, who on a narrow Search found the 
two Fowls in the Pocket of it.
